FloralFriends;  I  get  so  much  good  informa- 
tion from  P.  F.  M.  in  general,  and  wonder  it 
those  living  in  climates  where  a  hardy  •nnual 
climber  is  desired  have  ever  tried  the  Wild 
Cucumber  vine:'  The  one  fault  I  find  with  it 
is  its  straggly  appearance  at  the  bottom,  but  I 
have  solved  this  by  planting  Sweet  Peas  in 
front  of  it.  It  is  perfectly  hardy  and  begins 
'blooming  in  July  and  continues  until  frost. 
Vnother  scheme  I  have  is  planting  Asters  in 
large,  wooden  candy  pails,  when  1  set  my 
plants  outside  in  Spring,  about  three  plants  to 
the  pail.  Then  they  may  be  brought  in  when 
hard  frosts  come  and  will  continue  to  bloom 
indoors  until  Xmas,  while  if  one  waits  until 
they  are  in  bloom  to  lift  them  they  never  look 
or  do  so  well. 

1  have  a  yellow  Columbine  that  is  wonder- 
ful.  Coming  into  bloom  almost  as  early  as  the 
blues  and  whites,  and  continues  blooming  un- 
til heavy  frosts.  1  have  gathered  ripened 
seed,  full  blown  flowers  and  the  tiniest  buds 
on  the  plant  at  the  same  time.  It  is  of  the 
long-spurred  type  and  very  graceful.  I  won- 
dwTiow  many  of  the  Floral  Friends  livlDpr  in 
cold,  short  summered  climates  here  edmired 


Snapdragons  and  wished  for  them  in  vair. 
They  are  listed  in  many  catalogues  as  tender 
perennials.  Last  year  I  started  fifteen  plants 
from  seed,  and  had  them  blooming  by  August 
Ist.  I  didn't  cover  them  because  I  supposed 
it  would  be  of  no  use,  so  imagine  my  surprise 
to  find  six  of  the  old  plants  surviving  32  de- 
grees below  zero,  with  an  unusually  small 
amount  of  snow  even,  and  seedlings  galore. 

Those  who  love  Geraniums,  but  have  none 
too  much  room  for  them  in  Winter,  might 
like  to  know  how  I  gathered  all  my  slips  to- 
gether, all  colors  and  kinds,  and  planted  them 
in  a  half  of  a  small  keg.  It  measures  about  a 
foot  high  and  probably  eighteen  inches acr«B.«  \ 
the  top.  It  is  one  big  bouauet.  The  othe^pV 
half  of  the  ke^  I  planted  with  pink  Begonia, 
and  it  is  a  "thing  of  beauty  and  a  joy  forever", 
for  it  is  never  out  of  bloom.

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HARDY  LILIES  AND  HOW  TO  GROW  THEM 

Soil,  Varieties,  Propagation  and  Culture 

BY  BHSSIE  BERRY  GRABOWSKII 


Wi  HAVE  asked  our  Editor  this  month  to  per- 
il mit  me  to  write  you  about  the  Hardy  Lily, 
Ij  for  two  reasons:  first, because  so  few  peo- 
m  pie  are  growing  them,  as  they  so  easily 
might,  and  secondly,  because  some  of  the  very 
handsomest  varieties,  those  from  Japan, China 
and  other  European  countries,  do  not  arrive 


who  already  know  what  I  am  writing— as  1 
feel  sure  many  of  you  do--it  will  not  hurt,  and 
it  loill  benefit  the  beginner  so  much. 

It  is  the  first  year,  with  a  great  many,  and  1 
can  never  forget  my  first  experience  with  the 
beautiful  Rubrum  Lily— it  is  funny  enough  to 
tell  you,  and  I  shall  certainly  do  so  some  time. 


A  PLANTING  OF  THE  MAGNIFICfJNT  LILII'M  REGALE 


in  this  country  until  late  in  November  or  De- 
cember, but  may  be  planted  any  time  in  your 
garden  when  the  ground  is  not  frozen. 

1  often  plant  bulbs  after  Christmas,  here  in 
Virginia,  and  1  told  you  in  December  how 
easy  it  was  to  keep  the  ground  open  for  late 
bulbs,  by  thickly  covering  with  leaves. 

I  am  going  a  little  into  detail  with  this  arti- 
cle, as  many  of  us  amateurs  are  just  begin- 
ners, and  need  these  suggestions,  and  those 


It  has  been  the  accepted  idea  tor  so  long 
that  the  Lily  w^as  a  difficult  flower  to  raise, 
and  to  propagate,  that  there  is  a  great  pausity 
of  these  gorgeous  flowers  in  our  home  gardens, 
save,  perhaps,  the  Madonna— the  Lillium  Can- 
didum— and  the  Tiger,  or  Lillium  Trigrinis. 
But  there  are  many,  many  otheis  so  very 
lovely,  enough  varieties  to  have  Lilies  from 
June  into  September,  and  just  as  simple  to 
grow  as  these  more  intimate  varieties ;  eer- 
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tainly  not  any  more  difficult  than  the  hardy    a  layer  of  sand 
perennial,  and  not  half  so  much  so  as  the 
rose. 

1  read  just  a  short  time  back  of  one  man 
who,  with  only  one  fifty  foot  border  of  herba- 
ceous perenni  a  1  s  , 
had  also  from  eight 
to  ten  varieties  of 
Hardy  Lily. 

Only  those  who 
have  grown  them 
successfully  can  as- 
sure us  of  the  glory 
of  the  Lily,  and  the 
real  satisfaction  of 
growing  them. 

From  three  bulbs 
of  the  Lilium  Speci- 
osum  Rubrum, 
bought  at  a  »ale  in 
December  a  year 
ago  came  up  four 
stalks  of  bloom, 
carrying  twenty  odd 
royal  rose  colored, 
spotted  blossoms. 

From  just  one 
bulb  of  the  glorious 
Auratum,  the  Gold 
Banded  Lily  of  Ja- 
pan, and  China, 
planted  in  the  very 
late  Fall  two  years 
ago,  1  have  had 
bloom  both  seasons, 
of  lollies  measuring 
over  seven  Inches 
across,  and  this  is 
considered  one  of 
the  tenderest  Lilies 
to  make  survive  the  second  year. 

Proper  Dralnagre 
There  are  a  few  very  salient  points  about 
the  Lily  that  I  wish  to  call  particular  atten- 
tion to.  The  first  and  foremost  is  proper 
drainage.  Whe- 
ther it  is  the 
Lily  that  likes 
a  boggy  place, 
or  a  sunny  lo- 
cation; whether 
bulb  or  stem- 
rooting  varie- 
ties; they  all 
needgood.clear 
drainage,  so 
that  the  roots 
do  not  stand  in 
wster  that  will 
settle  and  get 
stale  ar  o  u  u  d 
them .  They 
can  grow  in 
most  any  good 
garden  soil, 
which  contains 
a  good  part 
saijd,  if  the 
proper  drain- 
age is  secured. 

This  drain- 
age may  be 

achieved  in  several  ways:  one  is,  when  you 
are  laying  off  a  Lily  bed,  that  is  a  bed  where 
you  wish  to  assemble  several  varieties  which 
contrast  well  together,  and  require  the  same 
treatment,  soil,  etc.,  dig  out  the  place,  say  a 
foot  deep,  put  in  a  layer  of  pebbles ;  over  this.

and  gravel,  mixed  in  with 
which  you  may  put  very  well  rotted  manure, 
or  bone  meal,  and  then  put  over  it  all  soil.and 
then  sand— 111  this  layer  of  sand  put  your 
bulbs,  and  over  that  put  sand  again,  then  the 
garden  soil. 

This  is  a  very  safe 
and  excellent  way 
to  prepare  a  well 
drained  Lily  bed, 
but  it  is  not  neces- 
sary to  do  all  this 
to  have  lilies,  and  i, 
for  one,  prefer  to 
place  them  at  inter- 
vals, towards  the 
front,  in  among  my 
shrubbery ;  or  in 
my  hardy  border 
among  the  peren- 
nials. 

The  majority  of 
Lilies  are  hardy, 
though  1  would  ad- 
vise a  light  cover- 
ing when  the  wea- 
ther sets  in  very 

cold.  LILIUM  PARDALIKIUM- 

When  we  read  of      L«oi«rdor  Panther  Llly 

the  old  gardens  of  Persia,  Syria  and  other 
countries  of  antiquity,  we  learn  that  the  Lily 
and  the  Rose  were  grown  side  by  side  ;  j^o 
much  was  this  the  case  that  they  are  coupled 
in  verse  and  in  art,  for  ages,  and  yet  we  rarely 
hear  of  a  garden  that  hasn't  the  Rose,  and  how 
seldom  do  we  hear  of  the  everyday  garden 
that  contains  more  than  the  fewest  Lilies. 
And  why?  Because  It  is,  as  1  have  before 
said,  an  accepted  idea  that  the  lily  is  so  diffi- 
cult to  grow.  All  1  ean  say  is  ask  any  one 
who  is  successful  with  roses,  and  they  will 
tell  you  that  in  any  but  the  most  favorable, 
sections  they  require  the  most  careful  watch- 
ing, and  alomst  constant  small  atteatlous,  to 
really  have  blooming  roses.

HORIV  OF  PI^KI^XY 


will  some  one  who  grows  tt  please  tell  me  how  to  start 
the  seed  and  to  take  care  of  the  plants  of  Datura,  the 
Trumpet  Flower,  or  Horn  of  Plenty:  I  have  never  grown 
It,  but  am  anxious  to  do  so.— Mrs.  Martin  Peterson,  R,  2, 
Klntyre,  No.  Dak. 

Datura  is  an  Arabian  name,  but  the  Latin 
name  for  this  flower  is  Brugmansia,  and  there 
are  a  number  of  kinds,  Cornucopia,  or  Horn  of 
Plenty,  being  the  most  common  in  the  garden 
and  particularly  interesting.  It  is  also  potted 
for  house  blooming.  The  flower  pot  in  our  il- 
lustratio  n 
is  of  three 
t  rumpets, 
onewithin 
the  other, 
and  the 
flowers 
sometimes 
come  that 
w  a  y,  a  1  - 
t  h  o  u  gph 
not  a  1 - 
ways,  va- 
ryingfrom 
one  to 
three.  It 
was  found 
in  South 
Ameri  c  a , 
about  thir- 
ty years 
ago,  by  an 
Orchid 
collecto  r , 

and  brought  to  this  country,  giving  flowers  in 
yellow,  white,  blue  and  deep  crimson.  Daturas 
contain  strong  narcotics.  D.  Stramonium,  the 
Thorn- Apple,  or  Jamestown  Weed,  is  sold  in 
drug  stores  for  medicinal  purposes.  This  spe- 
cial variety  is  frequently  found  on  rubbish 
piles,  a  big,  rank  smelling  plant  that  has  thorny 
seed  balls  that  are  sometimes,  I  believe,  dried 
and  used  as  Winter  decorations.   This  particu- 

t species  was  first  seen  at  Jamestown,  in 
7,  by  the  settlers  from  England,  who  ate  the 
pods  with  most  curious  effects,  as  related  by 
Captain  John  Smith.  The  seeds  of  other  vari- 
eties of  Datura  are  said  to  have  been  used  for 
the  priests  at  Delphi,  resulting  in  the  historic 
oracles,  and  by  Peruvian  priests  who  were 
thought  to  have  prophetic  powers. 

Daturas  are  very  easily  grown.  The  partic- 
ular one  of  which  you  inquire,  Cornucopia,  can 
be  grown  outdoors  in  the  North  and  stored  in 
cellars  through  the  Winter ;  in  the  South,  and 
in  Southern  California,  they  are  almost  ever- 
blooming  outdoors,  but  they  do  not  flower  so 
very  weB  in  pots  as  their  roots  are  so  large  and 
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spreading  and  require  io  much  water.  Sow  the 

seed  in  the  house,  early  enough  in  the  Spring 
to  have  plants  to  set  outside  in  the  garden  when 
Summer  has  actually  arrived  and  there  is  no 
further  danger  of  frost  and  damp,  cold  wetither; 
the  seed  sprouts  in  five  or  six  days,  so  that  you 
can  vary  the  sowing  to  suit  your  particular  lo- 
cation. A  -well  grown  Datura  Cornucopia  is 
four  or  five  feet  tall,  and  the  flowers  seven  and 
eight  inches  in  length,  the  usual  color  violet.

galow faces  north,  with  only  one  small  window 
for  Winter  flowers. 

We  have  planned  a  double  row  of  Ferns  and 
Shasta  Daisies  on  each  side  of  the  porch  in 
front.  But  what  can  I  put  in  front  of  them 
that  will  bloom?  The  Daisies  are  late  here. 
Then  east  of  the  house  there  is  a  space  about 
20  feet  wide,  but  so  shaded  by  our  own  house 
and  the  one  next  door  that  it  gets  the  sun  for 
only  about  three  hours  in  the  middle  of  the 
day.  What  can  1  put  there?  1  want  flowers, 
perennials,  next  the  house  and  shrubs  on  the 
line.  The  reason  1  say  perennials  is  because  I 
am  no  longer  able  to  do  much  work  in  the  gar- 
den, or  among  flowers.  The  "best  man  in  the 
world"  loves  flowers,  too,  and  is  always  will- 
ing to  dig  and  hoe.  Already  we  have  a  list  in 
the  making  of  perennials  and  shrubs  to  pur- 
chase this  Spring.  Although  we  have  long 
Winters  here  most  shrubs  and  hardy  bulbs  do 
well.  But  oar  Summers  are  so  very  short 
and  always  cool.  Now  1  hope  some  Bower 
friend  who  has  grown  flowers  under  similar 
conditions  will  come  to  ray  aid  with  sugges- 
tions.

Dear  Floral  Friends:  1  think  I  must  write 
about  my  Zinnias.  I  bought  several  packets 
of  separate  colors  and  one  of  mixed,  and  sowed 
some  along  the  fv^nce  on  side  of  my  lot.  They 
make  such  a  delightful  hedge  that  I  shall  plant 
all  of  them  along  the  fence  next  Summer.  1 
have  a  lot  of  Canterbury  Bells  to  plant  in  the 
bed  in  front  of  the  Zinnias,  to  bloom  early, 
and  will  protect  them  during  Winter  in  a  cold 
frame,  in  -which  1  can  also  start  the  Zinnias 
early.  Then,  when  the  Canterbury  Bells  are 
finished  blooming  I  shall  have  some  dwarf 
Zinnias  to  plant  where  the  "Bells"  had  been. 
1  have  Summer  blooming  Cosmos,  Zinnias, 
African  Marigolds  and  Asters  in  one  bed, 
along  the  fence,  and  in  another  part  of  the 
garden  is  a  glorious  abundance  of  perennial 
Phlox,  in  variety  and  color,  most  of  it  pro- 
cured at  Lapark  many  years  ago— it  is  nardy. 
1  have  scarcely  ever  had  a  plant  to  die  in  all 
these  years.  But  when  they  grow  to  be  very 
large  bunches  i  divide  and  transplant  in  an- 
other bed,  or  sell  some  so  as  to  wo^-k  the 

f round  thoroughly  and  plant  something  else, 
have  one  bed  with  many  white  ones  in  one 
end  and  pink  ones  at  the  other  end.  A  great 
many  of  one  color  in  a  mass  is  delightful.  If 
only  one  root  of  each  kind  is  planted  they 
should  be  two  feet  apart,  and  seed  of  Lark- 
spur, or  Poppies,  may  be  sown,  in  August,  in 
between  them,  to  bloom  in  early  Summer. 
Any  other  plants  one  prefers  may  be  used  in- 
stead of  those  1  have  suggested.  Asters,  Lark- 
spurs and  Poppies  are  also  fine  to  plant  in 
bulb  beds,  to  bloom  after  the  bulbs  die  down. 
1  had  Larkspurs  bloom  in  a  bulb  bed  in  early 
Summer  then  pulled  it  up  when  it  had  fin- 
ished blooming,  and  had  Asters  ready  to  set  in 
the  same  bed.

A.  (a)  Your  Ro.ses  probably  suffered  from  C 
some  irregular  soil  condition.  This  Spring  . 
cut  out  the  dead  parts,  but  do  uot  prune  raor« 
than  you  have  to.  Next  Fall  stir  into  the  sur- 
face soil  a  good  handful  of  bone  meal  and,  if 
possible,  give  your  entire  bed  a  good  surface 
dressing  of  stable  manure  when  the  ground 
freezes;  in  the  Spring  work  it  into  the  soil. 
Also,  before  ground  freezes  up,  sprinkle 
enough  air-slaked  lime  to  make  the  surface 
white  and  then  rake  it  in.   (b)  Steep  tobacco

After  that  bind 
up  with  a  strip  of  muslin  and  the  plant  will 
rapidly  recover,  (d)  Red  Spider  is  really  a 
mite,  and  it  attacks  plants  that  are  grown 
where  it  is  hot  and  dry,biit  is  easily  controlled 
by  watering  frequently,  using  a  syringe  to  get 
good  force,  on  sunny  days.  Spraying  with 
tobacco  soap  solutions  and  dusting  with  sul- 
phur are  also  effective.— EDITOR.

Q.   If  the  Spider  Lily  hardyt— F.  P.,  Maine. 

A.  Pancratium,  or  Spider  Lily,  is  not 
hardy.  Most  of  tne  Pancratiums  come  from 
Af  ricJi,  Southern  Asia  and  Europe,  and  they 
need  in  most  cases  a  high  temperature  while 
growing,  and  a  rest  after  flowering.  Gradu- 
ally withhold  watering  after  flowering  and 
put  them  indoors  where  they  will  have  good 
ventilation  and  a  medium  cool  temperature, 
keeping  them  through  early  Winter  in  a  semi- 
dry  state.  Towards  the  end  of  January  repot, 
or  leave  them  in  the  pots  and  give  them  a  top- 
dressing  of  sheep  or  cow  manure,  and  then 
liquid  manure  once  a  month  after  the  roots 
are  growing  well,  and  take  them  into  the  liv- 
ing room  where  the  temperature  is  sixty  at 
night;  keep  them  in  the  sun,  so  that  their 
growth  will  be  steady.  At  this  time  they  need 
lots  of  water  and  should  never  become  dry  at 
the  roots.  Also  syringe  the  foliage  on  bright 
days.-EDlTOR.
